WAR PROMOTERS 
FIND PLENTY OF 
ARMS IN EUROPE 


Still 
Extensive 
Under­ 
ground Trade There 
In Munitions. 


By the As-eclated Pre*#. 


PARIS, Dec. 23.— The 
fact 
that 
there is still 
a large 
underground 
trade in munitions of war through­ 
out 
Europe 
has 
been 
disclosed 
through the recent charges of Brit­ 
ish newspapers that the French gov­ 
ernment had supplied 
the Turkish 
Nationalist army with the 
where­ 
withal! to defeat the Greeks, 
and 
possibly to defeat the British 
in 
the vicinity of Constantinople. 
Information reaching Paris is be­ 
lieved to disprove 
this 
broadcast 
statement against the French. 
On 
the contrary, it is .affirmed that no 
small part of the Turkish military 
supplies was obtained 
in 
London, 
through a finn partly British, 
and 
certainly with no Turk sympathies. 
When Ismet Pasha, head of the 
Turkish peace delegation at I^aus- 
nne and organizer 
of 
the 
main 
Turkish army, was in Paris lately he 
ald: “My war materials wore 
ob­ 
tained from American, British, Ital­ 
ian, 
French, 
Greek 
and 
Russian 
;ources; I played no favorites. 
“Much of it came from the Greeks 
'h mselves," Ismet Pasha continued. 


I waited until I had a good supply 
n hand, collected by agents operat­ 
ic in Europe. I did not waste any 
f my supplies until I was ready for 
General drive against the Greeks in 
agust. 
Like the American officers 
ut Bunker Hill, I instructed ray artil­ 
lery and infantry officers to wait un­ 
til they saw the whites of the eyes 
of the enemy, and then to 
shoot. 
When the Greeks began to retreat, 
we got the very large stores they 
had collected. 
We are grateful 
to 
them for some very fine field guns, 
made in England. 
“There does not seem to be much 
sentiment in this business of furn­ 
ishing munitions to countries anx­ 
ious to fight each other. 
The deal­ 
ers will sell to all comers so long aa 
cash is paid on delivery. 
There is 
a firm operating in Holland that will 
j sell any kind of gun in any quantity, 
and deliver it on the high seas 
if 
ports are lacking. 
Firms in London 
will do the same. 
Trieste, at the 
head of the Adriatic, has become no­ 
torious as a place to buy war muni­ 
tions. 
There are other agents for 
war goods located in Alexandria, in 
Constantinople, in various places in 
the Balkans, and in Paris. 
“One of the most successful sell- 
ers of war goods is a German firm, 
the members of 
w'hlch 
were once 
I connected with Knippa. 
They will 
J supply anything asked for, including 


I French munitions. 
Much of the ma­ 
terial being sold is new. 
Twenty- 
six factories are said to be worknig 
! in Russia, and war 
material 
may 
i soon become Russia's chief export. 
“The general war left, not 
only 
the United States, but each of the I 
nations of Europe with large 
sup­ 
plies on hand, which were sold for 
a son*. 
These supplies slowly have 
been changing hands. 
Italians dis­ 
tributed to all comers large numbers 
| of guns and cannon captured from 
the Austrians, the total 
value 
of 
which in 1918 reached possibly 
a 
billion dollars, and the post 
war 
value of which was possibly a mill­ 
ion or so/* 
American travellers in Jugoslavia 
have been mystified at seeing what 
appeared to be American soldiers 
ounging about the railway stations. 
hey were Serbs 
wearing 
joblot 
\ mer lean uniforms, sold cheaply by 
he United States and resold to the 
-oslav government. 
One of the standard propaganda 
’ ’rges made by the Greeks against 
' Turks, and conversely 
by 
the 


Turks against the Greeks, was that 
the enemy was wearing 
American 
uniforms as a ruse to penetrate lines 
without being fired on. 
The evident 
answer was joblot American 
uni­ 
forms. 
The governments of Europe seem 


I to have taken little notice of this 
contrabanding . During 
the various 
I periods of the British occupation of 
Constantinople, British subjects are 
said to have sold to the Turkish Na­ 
tionalists either discarded 
British 
war material, or else Turkish War 
material that had been captured by 
the British. 
At one time there 
was 
a large 
quantity of war material at Adrian 
ople. with the keys of the storehous­ 
es in the hands of an Allied 
com­ 
mission which had orders to destroy 
it. 
This the commission apparently 
failed to do. and somehow the store­ 
houses were gradually emptied. 
Small wars and revolutions have 
been so frequent in Europe, 
since 
the close of the great w^ar, that the 
average citizen no longer attempts 
even to remember them. A war went 
on in Galicia for two years, almost 
unnoticed. 
Poles were opposed 
to 
Ukrainians, and 100,000 men 
were 
engaged. 
Each side bought supplies 
wherever they were for sale, notably 
in this case in Vienna and Budapest. 
Then there have been new armies to 
equip .as in Jugoslavia, Czechoslova­ 
kia, and Rumania. 
Serbia recently 
voted 
$15,000,000 
for 
armaments. 
Russia has used up enormous quan­ 
tities of material during her various 
war and revolutions since 1917. 
Not a little of Europe’s cast off 
arms has gone to Egypt, to Syria, to 
Arabia, to Persia, a n ’ to the hinter­ 
lands 
beyond 
the 
Caspian. 
The 
Afghans, among others, have equip­ 
ped an important army. 
Portugal 
and Spain, in particular, have 
had 
their share.

Pig Club To Meet. 
The Arator Pig Club located in the 
neighborhood two miles noith 
of 
Smithton met Wednesday 
at 
the 
Arator school house during the noon 
hour. 
Every member was present at the 
meeting except Charles Staurt. the 
president and Hope Wherley presid­ 
ed as vice-president in his absence. 
Regular business of the club 
was 
transacted and W. T. Angle outlined 
the different swine queshon* to be 
studied in connection with their club 
work for the coming year. 
Winning Pig Club Story. 
Nortoln Heffernan. of R. F. D. No. 
4, Sedalia, was awarded a $50 cash 
prize in the Armour contest for the 
best pig club story submitted. 
The 
story was in competition with 21 
others from pig club members 
all 
over the state. 
It follows: 
On October 28th, 1921 we had a 
meeting at Maplew’ood school house 
to judge seed corn and talk club 
work. 
Mr. Angle .our County Agent 
and several other speakers 
made 
such fine talks that we got the “pig 
fever” and organized the Blue Rib­ 
bon Pig Club. 
Mr. Angle was to get the pigs for 
all the clubs in Pettis County 
and 
December 17th was the time ret that 
we should get them. I chose a Dur- 
oc Jersey for I liked them be?t, and 
father had the same breed. 
December 17th was 
like 
“Whit­ 
tier's Snow Bound,’* but we 
drove 
six miles to the State Fair Grounds 
to get our pigs. It w^as my first ven­ 
ture and I was excited. 
We 
drew 
lots for our pigs, and when I got 
home I felt blue for my gilt was odd 
and unfriendly and I w*as afraid she 
would be cross when she farrow’ed. 
She followed the cattle until Feb­ 
ruary 14th, 1922, when the 
cattle 
were sold and I began shutting my 
gilt by herself at nights and feeding 
her. 
She became tired and quiet. 
On Sunday 
evening 
March 
12th, 
1922 I was the happiest boy alive 


when I found ten fine hardy squirm­ 
ing baby pigs. I could go in m d pet 
the sow, she was so nice. 
I fed the sow’ two ears of corn for 
three days and warm water, then a 
thin slop. 
In ten days I moved the 
sow* and pigs to an orchard where 
they had grass and free range. 
At 
two weeks, they began eating slop 
and corn with the mother. 
One pig 
began failing and I carried her an 
extra bottle of w’arm milk whenever 
I fed them. At ten w-eeks I had the 
pigs vaccinated for cholera and then 
In a few days I weaned them. 
I kept them on pasture, for green 
feed keeps them in good condition 
and helps balance their ration and 
gives them exercise. 
I fed them 
morning and evening and gave them 
corn and skim 
milk 
and 
kitchen 
waste mixed with shorts and a little 
tankage. 
They grew and grew and 
were such pets. 
On August 19th, 1922 I picked my 
two best boars and two best gilts to 
take to the State Fair. 
We looked 
Ike a gypsy van w'hen we started, 
hut I was happy and the pigs liked 
their first ride. 
On August 23rd I 
was to show my pigs, and when I 
was given my first blue ribbon my 
teeth chattered and I couldn’t talk. 
I won first and second on boars and 
first on litter. I won $78.00 in prize 
money and was State Champion Boy 
which entitled 
me to $25.00. 
On 
October 7th at our Pig Club Show 
I W'on first on boar and sixth on sow. 
I have learned that pure bred pigs 
gain easier and develop into better 
pigs .and that with proper balanced 
ration you can make the hog busi­ 
ness pay and pay well. You nave to 
be wide awake and love your pigs to 
make a success.
